Aside from a fall on an icy 
wHit two years «go, which has 
umde her ^owewliat lame ever 
since, she has always enjoyed ex- 
oellent health, and even now can 
see to read without glasses. She 
attended the Hartford School for ten 
years, beginning in 1835.- She 
travelled to Hartford on the regular 
stage coach, drawn by four l^orses 
which made the dj^ily run from 
l^ev ^»ye^ to Hartford iu ten 
hours with one changes of horses, 
the same distance which can now 
be passed over by express trains In 
fifty minutes. 0^ leaa, What is 
npff tUe old main school bul!dln?, 
had then been but recently built 
and was considered one of the most 
imposing school edifices Ifl \l^e 
country. Principal Welvl was then 
at \\\e l^ead of the schtwl, and 
amojig his teachers wer« Professor 
Laurent Clor<! ft«d Mr. Klieneaer 
Adams. The elder Qallaudet used 
to visit the school and pat the 
heads of the pupils he met. At 
that time the school had two 
vacations, one <»f four weeks in the 
Spring and aoother of the same 
length of time In the Fall.

After a steady improvement in 
his condition, which continnetl 
throughout Friday and Saturday, 
Dr. Duncan W. McDermid, princi- 
pal of tbe deaf and dumb institute, 
8nffer«<d a relapse and died sudden- 
ly at 2:30 Sunday morning, at the 
general hospital. Dr. Gunn, super- 
intendent of the hospital, said yes- 
terday that Dr. McDermid had 
made such rapid improvement that 
he was considered out of danger, 
and that on this account his death 
was a great shock. He stated that 
the end came unexpectedly as the 
result of heart failure, superinduced 
by an affection of the kidneys. 

Winnipeg was stirre<l with pro- 
found sorrow yesterday morning 
when tbe news spread rapidly of 
Dr. McDermid's death, and to-day 
the city may be said to be in mourn- 
ing, for the broad sympathies of 
the deceased brought him in close 
relation either directly or indirect- 
ly with almost every resident. His 
life was a very real part of Winni- 
peg, in BO far a» citizenship made it 
so. 

Intimate friends and acqaint- 
ances, who had coupled the name 
of Dr. McDermid in their minds 
with all that stands for a buoyant 
life and leadership seemed incredu- 
lous when told he had passed away, 
and there was a spontaneity of

news reached Kev. J. L- Gordon of 
Central Congregational Church just 
before he stepped into the pulpit Iq 
the morning.

Dr. McDermid was seized with a 
sudden illnem at Solsgirtb, Man., 



where he and Mrs, McDermid were 
resting overnight preparatory to 
continuing their journey by auto- 
mobile to Russell. It wjis the inten- 
tion to visit their son, Dr. Howard 
McDermid, at this latter point, and 
the delay was occasioned by the 
breaking down an automobile carry- 
ing friends who were accompanying 
them. Dr. Wheeler, of liirtle, was 
called and Dr. McDermid, who was 
notified arrived on the morning 
train. These two physicians were 
In attendance all day, and on Tues- 
day when the condition of the 
patient i>ecame alarming a special 
train was made up at Winnipeg and 
brought Dr. Montgomery and W. 
F. Alloway to the town. The same 
evening Dr. McDermid was taken 
to Winnipeg on the special train 
and brought to the general hospital 
where he has been under tbe care of 
Dr. Montgomery and Dr. Gunu, 
superiniendent of the hospital. 
His complaint was what is known as 
nephritis, an affection of the kid- 
neys which acts upon the heart. 
Dr. McDermid remained in a serious 
condition until the end of tbe week 
when a change came for tbe better, 
and his ultimate recovery seemed 
certain. He passed away very 
quietly with only the nurse in the 
room. It is regrette<l that Hiirry 
Cameron, a very close friends of the 
deceased, is in the old country. 

The funeral will take place from 
the residence of the deceased at the 
Deaf and Dumb Institute, corner of 
Portage Avenue and Sherbrooke 
Street, on Tuesday afternoon at 2 
o'clock. Interment will take place 
at Elmwood Cemetery. 

Duncan W. McDermid was of 
Scotifih descent, having been born 
in Martintown, Ontario, fin 1858. 
He received his early education in 
the public Ischools of Ontario and 
soon entered his life work, the 
education of the deaf-mute. Prac- 
tically all his time and energy have 
i>een given to this work since 1880, 
and ho has been recognized for 
many years as one of tbe foremost 
authorities on deaf-mute education 
on the American continent. He 
comineuce<l as a clerk in the Insti- 
tute for the Deaf and Dumb at 
Belleville, Out., and after the as- 
sidnous study of the hcience of 
deaf mute education was taken on 
the teaching staff of the Institute, 
where he served for five years. He 
was then called to a broader field 
iti the Iowa State Institute for the 
Deaf and Dumb, where he contin- 
ued as one of tbe leading teachers 
for a period of eight years. 

It was In 1890, shortly after the 
.Manitoba Institute was established, 
that Professor McDermid came to 
Winnipeg. The government hafl 
made exhaustive inquiry for a man 
flttwi for the post of Principal, and 
it was a happy coincidence that in 
finding Professor McDermid and 
prevailing upon him to accept the 
charge of the new Institute, the 
choice fell on a Canadian with 
Canadian experience. How well 
he has filled tbe arduous position 
every citizen in Winnipeg knows. 

As a general e<Iucat ion ist he was 
as well-known in the United States 
as in. Canada. For four years he 
was superintendent of the Western 
Chatauqua assembly, an education- 
al institution which held annual 
meetings during the summer months 
at Council Bluffs, Iowa. That he 
was a student of many phases of 
contemporary life and scientific re- 
.search has been generally known to 
citizens of Winriifwg for years. 
Many will remember that when 
hypnotism became somewhat of a 
fa«l in the United States twelve or 
fourteen years ago, and when it was 
seriously advanced as a possible aid 
in surgery and for Ibe cure of nerv- 
ous troubles, such as stammering. 
Prof. McDermid made a deep study 
of the sutiject and he soon became 
recognized as an authority. 

Few citizens of Winnipeg have 
taken so active and unselfish a part 
in movements of every kind con- 
nected with the welfare of the 
growing city. His practical work 
in coiy with charity and his 

keen 1. - nbiiity brought him 

the honor of being unanimously 
electeJ president of the Associated 
Charities ot Winnipeg, a position 
In which he did work the value of 
which it would t>e difficult to esti- 
mate and which is rt^alized only by 
those with whom he was closly as- 
sociated in the management. He 
was a director of tbe Winnipeg 
general hospital, and has for many 
years taken a keen interest in up- 
building of that institution. He 
was also a member of the Centen- 
nial Exposition committee and one 
of the most enthusiastic supporters 
of the world's fair project. 

He was vice-chairman of tbe 
committee of the British Association, 
and took entire charge of the ar- 
rangements for tbe visit of tbe 
British members to tbe Pacific 
CJoast. In or<ler to complete all tbe

He was a consistent supporter of 
amateur sport and a keen golfer, 
having been one of the organizers 
of the Winnipeg Golf Club.

He wes one of tbe most promi- 
nent members of tbe Masonic fra- 
ternity, having attainwi the rank of 
thirty-third rlHjjroe in th« ancient 
and accepted^Scottish rite. He was 
a member of Prince Rupert lodge 
No. 1, being initiated September 
20tb, 1892. In 1897 be was wor- 
shipful master of the lodge and was 
district deputy grand master for 
district No. 1 for the year 1901. 

He was for many years an active 
member of St. Andrew's Society of 
Winnipeg and a past president. In 
religion the' late principal was a 
Congregationrtlist. 

Prof. McDermid was married in 
1882 to Miss Mary E. Lorenzen, 
who survives him.

There is a young lady, a niece 
of Mr. F. H. King, who delivered 
an essay on " Reading" at the High 
SchwjI. It Is worth printing in the 
Deaf-Mutes' Joubnal. It is as 
follows: 

COnK8ES OF READING 

I suppose there are people in the 
world who do not like to read, but 
I think, and I certainly hope, these 
oases are rare. The question na- 
turally arises : Is it bettor to have 
no taste for Pleading, than a taste 
for only trashy and sensational 
novels ? If a boy has read nothing 
hot dime novels, or those equally 
ba<], he looks upon standard books, 
or those which have been recom- 
mended by older and wiser friends, 
as dry and uninteresting. He has 
l)een used to opening his i»ook and 
iM»ginning a l)alfl« or exciting dia- 
logue fthe first thing. He cannot 
read patiently rather dry parts 
which often precede interesting 
chapters I once knew a young 
boy in exactly this position. One 
day be happened U) overhear an 
exciting chapter in '* Ivanhoe," 
which his mother was reading aloud. 
When she had finished, he picked 
up the lK>ok and read it through to 
the end. Now his library books 
are vastly different from what they 
once wpre. I think a liking for 
trashy books is much better than 
no liking at all, for, as the mind 
matures, tbe depraved taste may be 
converted Into one which only en- 
joys the best kind of literature, snd 
the sensational book serve to show 
by contrast tbe pleasure and purity 
of the latter. 

Many people mark out a course 
ot reading tor themselves, and rig- 
idly adheri».tQ it, though instead of 
l>eing a pleasure it is a most dis- 
agreeable task. I think this should 
be one of the rules for a course of 
reading: "Never read what you 
don't enjoy, for the mere sake of 
reading It." If y.ju can't enjoy the 
biography of some noted man, wait 
until the time comes when you can 
enjoy If. If yon dislike history, 
read • i';e or 

what > ri. I 

have heard of [mopte who thought 
novels were positively wicked and, 
indeed. I know one school girl who 
prides herself on never baying read 



a novel entirely through. She can 
not be the better for it and she may 
be the worse. In many novels 
there are characters so pure and 
noble that it is good for any one to 
read them. True, such characters 
often occur in books of biography, 
but in their fictitious form, with an 
imagination which should bo activfs 
they are far more inviting.

" Haunold was walking from one 
room to another on tbe second floor 
al)0Ut 1 o'clock this morning, and 
opening what he thought was tbe 
door of the room he was seeking, 
plunged 'down the stairway. 

" His wife, also a deaf-mule, who 
was sleeping in an adjouiningroom, 
was unaware of her hustmnd's fate 
until her mother-in-law, who had 
heard the crash of the falling body, 
aroused her. Haunold was* found 
unconscious lying at the foot of the 
•Stairway. A physician was sum- 
moned, but Haunold breathed his 
last a tew minutes later. 

" Hannold was a member of the 
All Souls' Church for the Deaf, at 
9th and Green Streets. He Is sur- 
vived by his widow and one son, 
Raymond, ago<l sixteen." 

Deceased was a graduate of the 
old Broad and Pine Streets School 
of the Pennsylvania Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb, He was an ex- 
perienced shoe-trimmer, sot)er, in- 
dustrious, and conscientious woik- 
raan, and a model husband and 
father. He had not been in the 
best of health for some time, but con- 
tinued at his work, so that his sud- 
den taking off was a great shock to 
his many friends, 

Tbe funeral took place on Satur- 
day aftoi noon, at 1 o'cljck, from his 
late residence in West Philadelphia. 
The Rev. C. O. Dantzer offlciated 
and was assisted l)y a hearing min- 
ister. The floral offerings were 
numerous and beautiful. The fol- 
lowing acted as the pull-l)earers : — 
Messrs. I'eter Huster, Henry Blanc- 
kenseo, James T, Young, William 
Salter, H. F. Staley and Win. H. 
Lipsett. Tbe interment was In the 
Harleigh Cemetery, Camden, N. .[. 
Our deepest sympathy is extend- 
ed to the widow and family in this 
time of their sad l)en'av«inent.

The first meeting of the Parish- 
ioiiero of St. Auii's Church, wan 
well attended, last Tuesday even- 
Inj?, SepteiHber 14th. After the re- 
ports of the Secretary and Treasurer, 
the heads of various coinmitteeH 
appointed last June, gave brief 
sammariesof the work accomplished 
during the summer months, and 
outlined plans for the fall and win- 
ter. 

Mr. Renner, chairman of the 
program committee, has prepared a 
list of meetings, socials and other 
entertainment for the Tuesday even- 
ings. It will be noticed that no de- 
parture from the program of former 
years is made, save that the dates 
marked "opon," were formerly set 
down as evenings at which some 
literary entettainment was provid- 
ed. This year ihe Committee 
thought best to make no effort to 
arrange for the literary program 
beforehand. Instead, they will l)e 
available for such entertainments 
as the oommltlee can arrange. With 
the electrical ecjui pmont of St. 
Ann's and tlie excellent stereopti- 
con it possesses, it is possible to 
give high-class illustrated lectures, 
and also in the near future add a 
moving picture apparatus, which 
will furnisli a great deal of amuse- 
and instruction. The socials for 
the first Tuesday of each month 
will be in charge of competent ooni- 
mitteen. All Ihe Tuesday evening 
gatherings are abBolnlely free. No 
collection is taken up to defray ex- 
penses, etc., as suffioient funds are 
on hand to meet whatever expen- 
ditures are neccossary. 

By actual comparsion, it was 
found that this summer the Sunday 
services of St. Ann's Church were 
better attended than in former 
year. This was particularly true of 
the celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion on the first Sunday of the 
month, when nearly all of the mem- 
bers were present to partake of Ihe 
Blessed Sacniinent.

A spacious 
and well-equipped gymnasium with 
H locker room, shower baths, etc; 
a new and much-improved stage, 
with dressing rooms; a lecture room, 
reading room, kitchen, several class 
rooms, which will be utilized for 
tlie teaching of various trades, and 
on the fourth floor, apart inents foi 
the clergy. Plans of the Parish 
House are on exhibition in the 
Guild Room of St.. Ann's Church. 
St. Ann's Cliurch has been de- 
signated an one of the Safety Stations 
during the Hudson-Fulton Celebra- 
tion. It will be open during the 
week of the celebration, arul its 
proximity to Riverside Drive, wliore 
an excellent view of the naval pa- 
ra<le fleet illumination, et«., can be 
had, will no doubt make it a po- 
pular meeting place of the deaf. A 
cordial invitation isextended all the 
silent folk to make use of the church 
as a place where they can ot)tain 
rest and refreshment.
